Report Of Association Board. 


Brethren, in behalf of the Board I submit the following: At 
the meeting of the Board during the last session of the Associa- 
tion, as the minutes show, the Board decided to assist Eudora, 
Hollywood and Bold Springs $75.00 each this year. Some 
days after, we were informed that the man chosen by Bold 
Springs and Hollywood could not be had for that amount ; there- 
fore we had a call meeting December 20th, 1887, at which time 
the Board agreed to pay Brother J. W. Collins $170, 00 to preach 
and do pastoral work for Bold Springs and Hollywood one-half 
of his time. Brother Collins has filled ail his appointments with 
those churches. The Board also agreed to pay to Brother Jobe 
Harral $75 00 to preach to the Eudora church. Brother Har- 
ral has filled all appointments, except .when prevented by bad 
weather. Also the Board agreed to pay Brother W. M. Farmer 
$50 00 to preach to the Chulahoma church. Brother Farmer 
has done his work. The amourit promised being only $298 00 
the Board thought ‘that too small an amount to be spent in our 
bounds, and realizing the need of colportage work in our midst, 
decided to put a colporteur in the field all his time to visit, 
preach, talk up missions, and sell books and tracts. Said col- 
porteur to furnish his own traveling outfit, select and buy his own 
books, but buy nothing but books that would benefit the people, 
mostly doctrinally baptistic, and to take the old books on hand, 
and dispose of them to the best advantage. All profit on books 
and tracts sold to be paid to the Board, and said colporteur to 
be paid not more than $500 00 for his services. ‘The chairman 
and secretary pro fem, Brother P, H Lowrey, were authorized to 
employ the man. They employed Brother W. D. Howze, who 
has been faithfully at work ever since. All the Brethren men- 
tioned will make their own report.

Report On Foreign Missions. 


A report on Foreign Missions is read, discussed and put in the 
minutes and sent to the churches almost every meeting of this 
Association, and yet these reports do little or no good towards 
arousing our people to a sense of duty on this subject. The sub- 
ject of Foreign Missions should be the leading subject of our 
churches this epoch. The whole world is now open for the 
reception of the gospel. When we examine the statistical reports 
we see that in the United States there is a minister to every 600 
persons, and only one to a half million people 11 heathen lands. 
our hearts should run out in sympathy for the poor benighted 
heathens. The loving Christ said: «Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations,” and again we read: “God is no respector of per- 
sons.” 

In China there are 1.500 counties without a single missionary. 
We have only nine missionaries in that vast empire, and 727 na- 
tive converts. The last words the sainted Davault sent back 
across the ocean were: “ Help, help, help,” and Sister Crawford 
begs for your sympathy, prayers and help.” Brother will you go? 

In Italy our work was begun sixteen years ago. At present 
we have two missionaries, twelve native preachers, thirteen 
churches, several sub-stations, three colporteurs, with about 350 
church members. Catholicism is nfixed with paganism in this 
field. 

The African mission, is gaining confidence. Fur some years 
this mission was thought to be a failure, but Brother David, from 
our own State, has been there about thirteen years, and wé have 
there now three missionaries and their wives, and a membershiy, 
of 149. Thirteen were vaptized last year. Brother David has 
frequent appeal, from the people, *‘ Come and preach to us,” but 
he is compelled tv answer them, ‘‘Not now,’ Brethren, shall 
we eliminate the “not” and enable Brother David to say |to the 
people “Now we will preach to you.” The “not now” is 
chargeable tous, brethren. Brother David calls for money and 
twelve men and their wives. Shall we send them? 

In Brazil our missionaries have met with strong and bitter per- 
secution by the Roman Catholics. We have a membership 
there of 210, forty-nine of whom were baptized last year. Brother 
Taylor writes back: “O ye Christians, who dwell in ceiled 
houses and carpeted floors, whom God has blessed with abun- 
dance, show a brother’s love, and let the remote bounds of heath- 
endom feel its warm impulses.” 

In Mexico our work was begun in 1880. The Lord has 
greatly blessed the work there. Now we have eight churches 
and 500 members. Tie work is among the best class of people, 
which will give influence to our efforts. Brother Powell writes . 
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“ I must be reinforced,” and ere this he is joined by Brother J. 
G. Chastain. 


Cuba is the latest field entered by our micsionaries, but is one 
‘of the most Promising. This field was thrown into our hands 
almost miracy » and while this work has been placed under 
the supervision of the Home Mission Board, it Should not be 
neglected. God has & purpose in putting that work in our 
hands. God has peculiarly attracted th. Baptists of Mississippi 
to foreign fields. In China we have Brother Simmons and wife

In Cuba, the work done by the Board has fr surpassed its 
most sanguine expectations and, indeed, cu sidering the time 
and means expended, Surpasses anything in the history of mod- 
em missions, In January, 1886, a small church was constituted 
in Havana. In but little over two years over t.100 have been 
baptixed and nine native preachers, some of them men of pre- 
eminent ability. have been raised up to proclaim « pure gospel. 
Among them, one of the first priests of the island. Eight thou- 
sand persons have applied for membership in Naptist churches 
and to-day, perhaps, little less than half the population of Ha- 
vana are in sympathy with our people. Day schools and Sun- 
day-schools have been established where hundreds, yea, thou- 
sands of children are taught the way of life while nearly one-half 
the dead of Havana are buried in our Baptist cemetery. The 
work among the Indians is making commendable’ progress. In 
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order to develop the churches, the Boar 
withdrew its Support and threw ; 
The result has proven the wisdom of the €Xperiment in arousing 
their Christian manhood and i 


m the cause. Among the five Civilized tribes 
age of one church to every one thousand Persons. The churches 


in the Creek nation are Supporting a missionary among them. 
selves, and aiding to support one among the wild tribes. Under 
the leadership of | Brother J. S. M urrow the Choctaws are strug. 
gling to sustain a Baptist school at Atoka, where those preparing 
for the ministry and others, may be taught. they have given 
liberally of their own means for its Support, and if they could 
raise $500 outside of what they have given would be able to 
complete an excellent school building already begun there. 
Among the colored people the Board from lack of means has 
been very much restricted in its work, and yet a great deal of 
good work has been done. In our Own State Brother L. Ball 
and two others have been engaged in this work, and nobly have 
they wrought. In Georgia Elders W. H. MeIntesh and F.C. 
McConnell, and in Maryland, Elder G. R. Waller appaintees of 
the Board, have done much good work among this class of peo- 
ple. In Alabama Elder B. F. Riley has resigned, and his place 
has not vet been filled. Ip Texas the Board has twenty men 
employéd, and vet these are not sufficient for this empire State. 
The Ladies’ Missionary Societies throughout the South have 
rendered noble help to the Board. Those of Mississippi have 
well-nigh Supported Mrs. w.

As to Baptist papers besides those 
mentioned, there are many good ones, but as our people cannot 
take all, your committee would recommend to Baptists first, the 
Southern Baptist Record; second, ‘The Baptist, after that such 
Baptist papers as those two may endorse.
